sections liaving reached the seventh 
week, of parched crops and sweltering 
population. An area in 
the 
rocky 


mountains i.s (lie only section where 
rainfall has fallen regularly through- 
out the summer the report discloses. 


Sections that in the last report were 


doing well are now "alarmingly dry." 


All growing vegetation is seriously 


effected. The; corn crop is perhaps 
the hardest hit of any of the field 
crons. The pastures will 
grow 
out 


with lots (if rain. Corn in Illinois, 
Indiana. Ohio and Iowa has been 
liracticalljr ruined. Of all the corn 


, growing states Wisconsin is the only 
fine reporting sufficient moisture up 
to the present time. 


Rice and cotton in southern Mis- 


sissippi and Southern Louisiana have 
not been hurt to any great extent so 
far. 
but will begin to suffer within 


the next week, 


Rains in Oklahoma have been too 


light to be of un.v great benefit to,the 
crops although the temperatures have 
been lowered somewhat. 


Conferences with President Hoover 


in regard to aid for the large areas 
affected by the grouth have been 


held and arc being continued today 


in an effort to formulate plans yf re- 
lief.

Hempstead county's world champion 
watermelons was furnished late Wed- 
nesday—on the eve of today's an- 
nual Watermelon Festival. 


Oscar B. Midlebrooks. of 
Patmos, 


one of the Hempstead county water- 
melon strongholds, brought in forty-, 
four melons averaging better than 70 
pounds each. 
The 
largest 
melon 


weighed ninety-three pounds. 
They 


were Tom Watson and Triumph va- 
rieties. 


Big Fellows are Slow 
, 


None of the candidates for cham- 


pion of the 1930 season 
have" ap- 


peared yet, the big felows usually 
reporting from ten days lo two weeks 
after the Festival date. One melon of 
103 pounds is on exhibit here, but it 
is merely the largest of a truckload of 
commercial melons bound 
for the 


shipping sheds. 


Last year's carload shipments frer 
quently averaged above 
80 pounds 


per melon, and while the 1930 ship- 
ments are not likely to equal that 
figure owing to the drouth, the local 
melons are said to have the best 
flavor of any season in history. 


Prospects for equalling last year's 


total shipments of 500 carloads 
are 


slim unless rain is 
obtained 
this 


week. Most of the local,buyers, be- 
lieve* the -1930, crop will be less than 
250 cars, with actual shipments at 
their peak this week. 


Prices range from around 30 cents 


ki 70 cents. 
One local 
commission 


house today quited melons weighing 
30 pounds average at 35 cents-per 
hundred, with a three-cent bonus for 
each additional pound 
per 
melon, 


making 40-pound average cars bring- 
ing 70 cents per hundred pounds. 


Some 80-Pound Carlots 


Last year's average of 80 pounds 


per melon in carlots, obtained on many 
shipments, will be attained less fre- 
quently this year. One Hope house 
has already contracted for two car- 
loads averaging 80 pounds per melon, 
and expects to buy plenty of local 
melons of that size. 


Many melons remain on the vine, 


but unless rai nis forthcoming they are 
not likely to reach commercial size. 
On this unharvested balance depends 
the possibility of the 1930 crop reach- 
ing anything like normal, although 
melons now being offered are of good 


size and excellent flavor.

distance from the well.

The cotton worm has appeared in the 


past few days scattered over cotton 
fields in all parts of Hempstead coun- 
ty. Unless proper precautions are 
taken in controlling the pest the al- 
ready short crop may be greatly re- 
duced. 


The cotton worm is such .a heavy 


feeder that only a 4 pound dose of 
calcium arsenate per acre will give 


I effective control. This may be applied 
with the ordinary cotton dusters eith- 
er horse or hand power machines, or 
it may be applied with home devised 
dusters made from sacks or other 
suitable material which will allow the 
salcium arsenate to be scattered over 
the plant. Where dusting machines 
cannot be adjusted to use as few as 
four pounds to the acre the Calcium 
arsenate may be diluted with hy- 
drated lime. In a few instances flour, 
where it had been damaged and could 
ba bought at a small cost, has been 
used. The expense is the factor which 
should mainly guide the use of the 
dilutant. 


Where the pest is found in spots 


j over the field dust may be applied 


i to those spots, and avoid the neces- 
sity' .of etui-ting' the efriflre "field.* Th6 
cotton fields should be observed daily 
in order to keep an accurate check on 
infestation 
and 
injury. 
Calcium 


arsenate may be purchased in Hope 
from dealers. 


It is well to bear in mind that in 


1922 
nearly all the cotton fields in 


the county were defoliated by August 
10 as a result of the work of the cotton 
worm. Those who apply control meas- 
ures early and properly will benefit 
most according to County Agent Lynn 
L. Smith.
